In order to u n derstan d why the White Hou se 
an d the steel in du stry as s whole are poles apart 
on fact-fin din g boards, it’s n ecessary to recall what 
happen ed in 19 45. 
A fact-fin din g board, appoin ted to stu dy the 
issu es which paraly zed Gen eral Motors for 113 
day s, prov ed u seless. The u n ion (U.A.W.-C.I.O.) 
fin ally settled for what it cou ld hav e had withou t 
callin g a strike. The fact-fin ders, on the other 
han d, su bmitted recommen dation s which were re­ 
jected by Gen eral Motors as bein g wholly u n ­ 
satisfactory . 
It wasn ’t widely u n derstood then , thou gh it 
is begin n in g to be u n derstood n ow, that this de­ 
v ice of settin g u p a board of ou tsiders to in ter­ 
v en e in collectiv e bargain in g was of the deepest 
importan ce to the C.I.O. It also was of great im­ 
portan ce to Presiden t Tru man —was then an d still 
is. He wou ld like to su bstitu te it for the coolin g- 
off period prescribed by the Taft-Hartley act. The 
fact the Taft-Hartley act ru les ou t this arbitrary 
method of forcin g showdown s in labor-man age- 
men t dispu tes mu st be on e of the hitherto con -* 
cealed reason s why Mr. Tru man an d his politico- 
labor allies are so dead set again st it 
A fact-fin din g board, as v iewed by man age­ 
men t with misgiv in g an d by the C.I.O. with relish, 
is on ly an other n ame for arbitration . Sin ce all 
u n ion s ask for more than they hope to get the 
probability that arbitration will split the differ­ 
en ce makes it the most attractiv e of all dev ices 
for settlin g labor dispu tes. Bu t splittin g the dif­ 
feren ce isn ’t collectiv e bargain in g. The employ er 
doesn ’t go in to each bargain in g session with a 
deman d for a wage c u t in the hope of splittin g 
the differen ce. He can ’t be ex pected to pu t himself 
at the mercy of an arran gemen t which is rigged 
again st him. 
There is n o reason why ou tsiders shou ld be 
brou ght in to fin d facts abou t the steel in du stry . 
Un like the railroad in du stry , which is u n der fed­ 
eral con trol, the gov ern men t has n o right to tell 
either steel workers or man agers what to do— 
certain ly n ot in peacetime. If they can ’t bargain 
withou t a deadlock, that’s tragic. The Taft-Hart- 
ley act prov ides for fu rther steps before the n ation 
shares the con sequ en ce.

*Tt shou ld be remembered that Du Pon t is a 
big compan y ,” it say s, “becau se its produ ct* hav e 
fou n d fav or with the American pu blic, an d for 
n o other reason . Shou ld the day ev er come when 
Du Pon t does n ot w» arran t an d gain this en dorse­ 
m en t Du Pon t will become a small bu sin ess, or 
ev en cease to ex ist. That resu lt wou ld come abou t 
simply by the decision of million s of American s 
that competin g produ cts cou ld be obtain ed else­ 
where of better qu ality or lower cost. So it ap­ 
pears that the Departmen t of Ju stice is proceed­ 
in g again st Du Pon t becau se Du Pon t has been 
su ccessfu l in meetin g the deman ds of the American 
pu blic in the market place. It is seekin g to pen al­ 
ize that su ccess, an d if it is able to do so, I hav e 
n o dou bt that it will proceed to pen alize su ccess 
in other en terprises.” 
The Departmen t of Ju stice is obsessed with 
the idea that big bu sin ess an d that small bu si­ 
n ess ceases to be desirable as soon as it becomes 
big bu sin ess.

Big gov ern men t is preachin g to big bu sin ess 
that it shou ld adju st itself to n ew circu mstan ces 
with n o u n du e ex citemen t Amon g other thin gs, 
bu sin ess is su pposed to make itself more effi­ 
cien t an d share the resu lts of its efficien cy with 
those who depen d on it. Moreov er, bu sin ess is 
su pposed to be aware of the dan ger of becomin g 
too big to be flex ible.

Bu t big gov ern men t is in a poor position to do 
an y preachin g. Far more than the bu sin esses it 
presu mes to criticize an d adv ise, it is the prison ­ 
er of its own habits. It despairs of makin g itself 
more efficien t. It can n ot cu t back its topheav y 
ex pen ses. It is u n able to hold down the prices of 
its own serv ice, to giv e its cu stomers a better ru n 
for their mon ey . An d when its critics poin t ou t 
that it’s too big for its own good, big gov ern men t 
shru gs its bu reau cratic shou lders an d splits ou t 
an other seam. 
In stead of stan din g by as a sou rce of reserv e 
Mren gth. in case of a real emergen cy , big gov ern ­ 
men t n ow js a ward of the people who su pport 


it. Not on ly has it u sed u p all the wealth it was 
able to obtain in the past. It has plastered the 
fu tu re with lon g-term debt an d LO.U.’s. if bu si­ 
n ess en terprise had been as reckless as gov ern ­ 
men t has been , n o on e wou ld be able to say —as 
most observ ers n ow are say in g—that the best hope 
of escapin g a depression is the sou n d con dition 
of priv ate en terprise. Bu sin ess, big, small an d 
mediu m-sized, will hav e to rescu e big gov ern men t 
this time.

PETS OF MILITARY 
HEROES HAVE OWN 


BURÍAL PLACE NOW

WASHINGTON, Ju ly 14—(AP) 
— 
Not 
far 
from 
Arling ton 
National cemetery , where Amer 
ica’s u nknown soldier rests, is a 
small b u rial p lot for p ets whose 
military owners lov ed them. 
It was started b ack in the First 
World War when in 1918 a non­ 
descrip t dog whose name has now 
b een forg otten died and was b u r­ 
ied b y men in the 3rd cav alry 
whom he had adop ted. 
They 
b u ried him in a seclu ded p art of 
Fort My er, which adjoins the 
National cemetery . 
To o k Care o f Po o ch 
The p ooch had attached himself 
to the u nit on a training march 
throu g h Virg inia. 
A serg eant 
looked ou t for him. Oldtimers at 
the fort recall that at command 
he wou ld stand q u ietly b eside his 
master’s horse on the p arade 
g rou nd. 
There are ab ou t a hu ndred p ets 
—dog s, 
cats, 
an 
allig ator, 
a 
monkey , a rooster—b u ried in the 
p lot now. At least a fou rth of 
them lie b eneath markers ex ­ 
p ressing the affection of their 
owners. 
Among the dog s are “Smokie” 
the “dear b elov ed p et” of the 
Fort My er fire dep armtent, and 
“Sg t. 
Yardb ird,” 
the 
onetime 
mascot of Battery C, 5 5 th field ar­ 
tillery . 
Some of the p ets ob v iou sly were 
those of children. Bu t not all. 
In one corner is a tiny g rav e 
whose marker p roclaims that 
“Peep sie” was esp ecially v alu ed 
b y Col. and Mrs. Martin Du 
Fresne now stationed at Fort Bel- 
v oir, Va. “Peep sie” in life was a 
white leg horn rooster, and as his 
name imp lies he was acq u ired 
when a chick. 
Grew To Ro o sterho o d 
The b all of flu ff g rew to roost­ 
erhood at Fort My er, where the 
Du Fresnes were liv ing . He died 
last y ear. 
A weather-b eaten marker tells 
that “Billy ” was the “p et allig ator 
of Step hie Hu g hes”. 
Still dis- 
cernab le is a p ictu re of Billy who 
died in 1936. 
There is no rank in this g rav e­ 
y ard. Some of the p ets b elong to 
p riv ates and serg eants, and a 
nu mb er to g enerals. 
Among the latter was “King ,” 
a b lack and white Eng lish setter, 
which for 14 y ears was “the faith­ 
fu l, loy al, lov ab le comp anion” of 
Maj. Gen. John K. Herr, retired 
chief of cav alry , and his family . 
One of the more elab orate 
markers 
is 
on the g rav e of 
“Kane”, a Hawaiian-b orn dog , 
that b elong ed to Col. Clifton A. 
Pritchett, 
now 
retired. 
The 
marker has on it not only the in­ 
sig nia of the military district erf 
Washing ton 
b u t

One of the simp ler markers is 
that ov er the g rav e of “Pele”. It 
say s simp ly “b orn in Hawaii.

BUMPER CROP OF 
WHEAT IS "GONE" 


Has Disappeared In Past 
Weeks; Plenty of Space 
For Storage Now 


KANSAS CITY, July 14— <AP) 
—Mother nature has taken care 
of the south-west's wheat stor­ 
age problem—by sharply cutting 
the y ield. 
The bumper crop they were 
talking about just a few weeks 
ago turned out to be the crop 
that wasn’t there. And neither 
was the storage problem. 
Wheat farmers and grainmen 
had braced themselves for the 
bumper crop. They had drummed 
up all the storage space they 
could find. Airplane hangars and 
leased, 
gener- 
warehouses had » been 
Farmers bought bins in 
ous q uantities. . 
Then wet weather and disease 
left their mark. 
Storage Begging 
Today there is less wheat on 
the ground in these parts than 
there has been 
in the last 10 
y ears. Some of the 
temporary 
storage is going begging. 


Two hangers at the former B-29 
base at Pratt, Kas., still 
have 
room for wheat. 
. In Oklahoma and Tex as, it’s 
the same story . Some temporary 
government facilities have been 
used but there is no real storage 
problem. 
In Nebraska, where the har­ 
vest is just starting in the far 
west and northern portions of the 
state, there has been no storage 
problem so far. The state consid­ 
ered leasing state-owned airfields 
for storage but it hasn’t been 
necessary . 
Around Enid, Okla., an impor­ 
tant grain center, lots of grain 
has been piled in bam driveway s, 
in garages and other farm build­ 
ings but most of it is under cover 
and well protected. 
G. E. Blewett of Fort Worth, 
secretary of the Tex as Grain and 
Feed Dealers association, say s 
there is less wheat stored on the 
ground in that state than in 10 
y ears. Many Tex as farmers’ bins 
he say s, are not full.

Will it get better? 
Worse? 
Will we tu mble into a depression? 
Some of the top economists 
can’t give a flat "yes” or “no” 
answer. When you cu t throu gh 
all their big wttrds, the main 
point is "if.” 
They think things will get bet­ 
ter—after a little more sliding 
down—-if bu siness, labor, con­ 
su mers and the government do 
certain things. 
They su ggest some remedies 
and—if—the cou ntry follows the 
prescription, then things ou ght to 
level off and be all right again. 
This was made clear yesterday 
in two big and important reports 
by fou r ou tstanding economists. 
One was by President Tru ­ 
man’s three-man Cou ncil of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers. They*1 work for 
the government. 
The other was by Robert Na­ 
than, hired by the CIO to mak e 
a special report on what's hap­ 
pening. When he work ed for the 
government a ‘few years ago, he 
was one of its most important 
economists. 
RH 
The President’s cou ncil took 
125 long-winded pages to state 
its case. In mu ch tighter prose, 
Nathan took 50 pages. Bu t when 
economists handle the langu age, 
you have to u se tweezers to tak e 
it apart. 
The President’s t hr e e - m a n 
cou ncil said: 
"There is considerable possibil­ 
ity that present adju stments will 
lead, after some fu rther declines 
this su mmer, to an increase in 
produ ction. ’ 
(Things will get worse before 
they get better, if they get bet­ 
ter.) 
They went on: 
"Bu t there is still reason for 
real c o n c e r n that the present 
slack may tak e a more seriou s 
recessionary tu rn, or not be su c­ 
ceeded by an expansion to satis­ 
factory levels of employment and 
produ ction.” 
(In fact, things may not get 
b e t t e r at a ll bu t get mu ch 
worse.) 
They continu ed: _____ 


Bu t to show they’re really opti­ 
mistic, after all, the three-man 
cou ncil says they "find the pros­ 
pect reassu ring,” 
Nathan, who gets to his point 
a lot faster, says that "bu siness 
will get worse before it gets bet­ 
ter seems beyond dispu te.” 
How mu ch worse? that, Na­ 
than says, is a "moot q u estion.” 
Bu t he adds: 
“There are no firm indications 
that a major depression is immi­ 
nent nor that a definite u ptu rn is 
in prospect within the next few 
months.” 
Then Nathan and the Presi­ 
dent’s economic advisers su ggest 
variou s medicines for getting u s 
ou t of the present tail-spin and 
on most of their recommenda­ 
tions they agree. 
Economists are not scientists 
nor are they perfect prophets. 
They’re men who add two and 
two to try to get fou r, and they’­ 
re not always right. Nathan says: 
"Economics is by no means an 
exact s c i e n c e , bu t enou gh is 
k nown to permit not only an in­ 
telligent diagnosis bu t also gener­ 
al corrective prescriptions.”

I am deeply disappointed that 
beam of hope.

Rothenberg and three other 
men were arrested and held in 
jail from last Wednesday to Sat­ 
u rday on the orders of Chief Ed­ 
ward J. Allen. No charges were 
filed against the men. 
The Progressive party leader 
said Allen tried to intimidate the 
fou r men for their part in com- 


bating race preju dice at You ngs­ 
town’s swimming pools. 
The arrests were made when 
fighting broke ou t as Negroes 
sou ght to u se the mu nicipal pools. 
By cu stom, only one of You ngs­ 
town’s six pools had been u sed 
by Negroes. 
When the men were arrested, 
Allen issu ed a statement indica­ 
ting the You ng Progressive or­ 
ganization Was to blame, in part, 
for the trou bles between Negroes 
and whites over the swimming 
pools. 
In a statement issu ed yester­ 
day, Rothenberg said: 
“For three days we were im­ 
prisoned in You ngstown’s city 
jail with no charges against u s. 
Holding u s ‘on su spicion,’ the po­ 
lice chief attempted to intimidate 
u s and the Negro people 
who 
want to swim in You ngstown’s 
city-owned pools. We will not ac­ 


cept dictation or intimidation 
from anyone, whether it be a po­ 
lice chief or a hoodlu m.’’
